a dreamer from 
his childhood, as slow to move as a 
windmill in his beloved Holland, and 
like the mill, just as often idle as at 
work; he was not understood either 
at home or at school and came to be 
considered hopeless both by parents 
and school-masters because he would 
not study, but when the inclination, 
came to do anything—drew pictures 
«n anything thafwas at hand 
His father was a miller in the city 
of Leyden, Holland, with a brood ol 
six children to feed and the mil] 
•working only when the wind blew; 
his unstudious son was taken from 
school and placed in the mill, but, 
well and healthy as he was, he, like 
the wind, only worked when he 
«hose, preferring to gaze out of the 
door—at nothing, when he was not 
•placing the faces of his companions 
on the walls of the mill. -His mother, 
uneducated and simple in thought 
and feeling, at -last intuitively felt 
-that perhaps her boy might "paint 
pictures" that would,sell, as she had 
learned that some men- in Leydfen 
were doing; she wisely gathered all 
her savings of ten years, and took 
the bag of gold and her boy to 
Mynheer Jacob van ^Swanenburch, a 
master of reputation in the city.,, and 
thus starte_d her boy on the way to 
become one of the world's greatest 
painters. 
No artist has ever pro- 
4uced the same effects of light and 
shade or been able to handle a sub- 
jest so as to produce in the mind of 
the-observer the impression of seeing 
so much that really is not on the 
canvas as Rembrandt. 
Not an edu- 
cated man or- even a thinker—only a 
dreamer—he had enough, Dutch, grit 
tto scorn the then accepted laws of 
art and go on with his owji personal 


had to i'rample on all -precedents. 
"Who can say which is the greatest, 
the unlearned mother, whose intui- 
tion lead her to start him towards 
greatness, . or the unlettered son 
whose inherited (?) intuition led him 
to break away from laws and rrfeth- 
ods and follow his own individuality 
to unparallelled success?

Huntingdon's 
pictures 
were 
painted at this time of his life, which 
just preceded the 'painting of the 
"Night Watch," which canvas took 
him a year to complete, and resulted 
in so offending the rich patrons who 
gave him the commission that they 
not only refused to take the picture 
but forbade the hanging of any of his 
pictures in municipal buildings. Af- 
ter this his downfall was so complete 
that his "shadows" were sold only 
by himself from house to house for 
a mere pittance, and when he died 
he filled a pauper's grave. Truly, the 
only thing in this world that is cer- 
' tain is the fame that comes after 
death. 
Today anything from the 


hand of Rembrandt has enormous 
value and is certain to increase in 
value as time goes on. 
Art has Government patronage in 
France and other foreign countries 
and I hope that in time the generous 
interest shown by our monied classes 
will lead our Government to do some- 
thing to encourage their growing in- 
terest. I note that a National School 
is being talked of. All great move- 
ments are begun by a few zealots. 
Let us hope the number will soon in- 


^ crease sufficiently to claim attention 
/ at Washington. We already have the 


eye of the world upon our noble 
Metropolitan Museum. It is time we 


- 
paid more consideration to art, that 
-^ we may protect, develop and appreci- 


ate our own talent instead of sending 
it abroad

Democrats "Will Support Only Wil

Will Not be Investigated.

Washington, D. C., February 25.— 
The Democratic members of the 
House Committee on Banking and 
Currency have agreed to support no 
financial bill except that offered by 
Rep. John Sharp Williams, the Dem- 
ocratic leader in the House. 
This 


will serve to complicate still further 
the financial situation in the House, 
although the Republican leaders stfli 
profess their ability to crowd through 
the Aldrich bill when it conies over 
from the Senate. There are some in- 
dications, however, that the Aldrich 
bill will be a much better measure 
when it comes from the Senate than 
it was when it came from Mr. Aid- 
rich's committee. 
Senator Johnston 


of Alabama made a speech last week 
in which he advocated the adoption 
of an amendment requiring the coun- 
try banks to keep two-thirds of their 
legal reserves in their own vaults, 
one-half in gold or legal money, the 
other half to be the same, or else in 
the securities stipulated in section 2 
of the Aldrich bill as the basis for 
emergency currency. 
Mr. Aldrich, 
who is anxious to secure all the Dem- 
ocratic support possible for his bill, 
has signified his willingness to ac- 
cept Senator Johnston's amendment, 
and thus a new Senator seems likely 
to break all previous records by get- 
ting an amendment he offers to an 
Important legislative measure adopt- 
ed during his first year in the Senate. 


Amendment to Financial Bill 
Another amendment to the Aldrich 
bill will receive the support of num- 
erous Democratic Senators who are 
as favorable to it as some of the Re- 
publicans are opposed. It will pro- 
vide that only the bonds of such rail- 
roads as have had their physical 
value ascertained and certified by the 
Interstate 
Commerce 
Commission 
shall be accepted by the Secretary of 
the 
Treasury 
as the 
basis 
for 
emergency currency. This is a good 
business proposition, for if the Treas- 
ury Department is to accept first 
mortgage bonds as security for na- 
tional bank circulation it ought cer- 
tainly first to ascertain the value of 
the property on. -which the mortgages 
are" based.-. "•-ATtogetberr^he Aldrich 
bill may not be such a bad measure 
after all, after the Senate and House 
have both gotten through with it, al- 
though it is equally possible that its 
author will then have difficulty in 
recognizing it. 


JVo Investigation 


Representative Lilley of Connecti- 
cut has preferred charges in the 
House against the Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee and has introduced a resolu- 
tion providing that a committee be 
appointed to investigate the charac- 
ter of the influence brought to bear 
on this committee in favor of sub- 
marine boats. 
When the committee 
reported its bill to the House this 
week it provided for the building of 
dght submarines and two battle- 
ships. 
The President and Secretary 


of the Navy had uiged that provision 
be made for four battleships and 
four submarines; moreover, the com- 
mittee so worded the provision that 
only one company could compete for 
Lhe contracts. 
The only proper way 


;o provide for such vessels is to leave 
sufficient discretion to the Secretary 
of the Navy so that he can expend 
the money for the best boats offered 
in an open competition. Mr. Lilley's 
resolution was referred to the com- 
mittee on Rules, of which Speaker 
Cannon is the chairman, and that 
:ommittee now announces that is 
sees no occasion to conduct an inves- 
tigation. Whatever may be the facts, 
and the appearances are bad, this at- 
:itude on the part of the Rules Com- 
mittee cannot but bring discredit on 
;he Republicans and it is surprising 
:hat the Speaker and other House 
eaders are not sufficiently good poli-

MQUOR LICENSES GRANTED 


All Applicants Successful But .One—• 


Hearing tor Mr. Weimer. 


'OnWednesday of this week Judges 
Woods, • Brlce and Diehl held court 
for the purpose of • hearing applica- 
tions for, distillers,' whilesale and re- 
tail, 114 uor, licenses. 
The licenses 
were granted in bulk—with a single 
exception—that of Andrew Weimer 
who -hifti. Applied for a retail license 
at Hopewell. 
' 
' In Mr.' Weimer's case a hearing 
was granted and 11 o'clock was fixed 
as the time. There was no remon- 
strance against Mr. Weimer and his 
petition contained the names of 104 
voters of Hopewell out of a total of 
136—76 per-cent. 


A little after the appointed time 
Mr. Weimer was called to the stand 
and testified that he had had a license 
in Hopewell for a number of years 
prior to its being refused him a cou- 
ple years ago. 
He stated that he 
gave personal attention to business 
and Hvpd up to the requirements of 
the liquor'law to the best of his abil- 
ity. He had good patronage, and to 
accommodate the traveling public 
he add|d a story to the house and re- 
furnished the same, brought soft 
water from a spring 1,300 feet away 
and placed baths and modern con- 
veniences in the hotel, also enlarging 
his stable—all of which was done at 
an expense of more than $8,000. 
It 
was also brought in evidence that he 
has had on hand since his license 
was refused 
a stock 
of liquors 
amounting to between 
$700 and 
$1,000, which, under the laws of the 
state, he cannot dispose of. 
Four other witnesses were called, 
all of them representative men of the 
best element of the town, who testi- 
fied to Mr. Weimer's efficiency as a 
landlord, to the fine condition of the 
house and the necessity for the hotel. 


A consultation was held on the 
bench and the decision was held till 
afternoon. At the afternoon session 
the announcement of the refusal of 
the license was made, no reasons be- 
ing assigned for the action of the 
Court,

In his* 
quarter, however, he was a respected 
man. 
Indeed to be old or to be a 


child is among the gondoliers a title 
to tenderness and respect. 
And so 


when a good man dies in the poorer 
quarters the neighbors combine and 
hire a brass band to celebrate his 
virtues.—From "The "Gondolier of 
Venice," by Vance Thompson, in The 
Outing Magazine for March.

Then add one quart of milk, one 
onion, salt, pepper and butter, and 
thicken a very little with flour. 


Brandy 
Sauce—Materials: 
One- 


half cup water, one cup sugar, one 
tablespoonful butter, one-half cup 
brandy. Way of preparing: Boil the 
sugar and' water together for five 
minutes, add the butter, remove from 
the fire and add the brandy. 


Chocolate Pudding—Into a double 


boiler put one quart of milk, half a 
cup of grated chocolate, yolks of two 
eggs, sugar to taste; when scalded 
add two tablespoons of cornstarch 
wet witb a little cold milk; cook un- 
til thick and smooth; remove from 
fire, add pinch of salt and flavor with 
vanilla. 
Beat the whites of the eggs 


stiff and add two tablespoons of jelly, 
whipping until smooth.

Cherry Fritters—Drain the juice 


from a can of cherries, and to one 
cup of the fruit add a tablespoon of 
sugar, a grating of lemon peel and 
uie juice of half a lemon; let this 
stand while you make the fritter bat- 
ter, which is as follows:, Beat one 
large egg light, stir into it one cup 
of flour sifted with a saltspoon each 
of salt and baking powder, then thin 
with sweet milk to the usual consis- 
tency; add the prepared cherries and 
cook as any fritters.

A parade of 1,300 unemployed Ital- 


ians and Russians following a red flag 
carried by anarchists through the 
streets of Philadelphia is a thing 
most unusual, yet it actually occurred 
in tha^ "quaint old Quaker town" last 
veek. 


The marchers attended a meeting 


v,hich was widely advertised but left 
the hall when anarchistic doctrines 
were preached and started a parade 
to the City Hall which they did not 
reach because of the interference of 
the police at Broad and Locust 
streets where a regular riot occurred 
in which not only bricks were used 
but bullets flew both from the mob 
and from the police which were called 
in from all sections of the city. A 
number of arrests were made before 
order was restored and a. number of 
persons were injured. 


This incident caused the police to 


foe severely censured for allowing the 
parade to move along tie streets or 
•even start. The result of it will be 
to cause the police to be more vigi- 
lant, and to teach those who do not 
icnderstand our language and our cus- 
toms that they cannot parade the 
streets of an American city under an 
anarchistic flag. 


But later investigation showed that

It 
took will power nnd perseverance to 
overcome such a defect, and it was only 
the fact that he felt his own great pow- 
ers that finally enabled him to succeed

Scientific Research 


In so far as scientific productivity 


. is measured by the number of men of 
international eminence a country may 
possess, this would refer to the pre- 
ceding rather than to the present 
generation. Most eminent men have 
done their great work at least thirty 
years ago, and it is perhaps not dis- 
couraging that the possibilities for 
scientific work in this country were 
small in the seventies as compared 
with the opportunities today. Wheth- 
er we are now accomplishing research 
proportionate in importance to the 
numbers engaged in it and to the 
facilities given them is' a different 
question and one which it is probably 
impossible to answer. 
It appears 


from 
various 
bibliographies that 
about one-seventh of the titles are 
American. There are no grounds for 
assuming that their average value is 
•either above or below that of those 
from other countries. It seems .that 
we are clearly outclassed by Germany 
in the number and value of our sci- 
entific publications, that we stand 
pretty close to Great Britain and 
France, and that we are surely be- 
fore any other nation. 
Then if we 
wish to take the patriotic and opti- 
mistic point of view, we can find com- 
fort in the fact that no other nation 
has in the past twenty years enjoyed 
such a notable increase in scientific 
activity. 
Should this activity con- 
tinue to increase at the same rate lor 
the next twenty years, there will be 
no occasion to shun comparison with 
other nations.—The Popular Science 
Monthly for March.
